DISRUPTION OP GERMAN MINISTRY.

Berlin, May 3. — The chancellor. 
Count von Buelow, notified the respec 
tire president* that a joint sitting of 
the diet waa aammoned for the pur- 
poso of hearing a mossaKc fiDni the 
throne. Count von Hut low read the 
emperor's niesHUKe. 

Dr. Von Miquel, the Prussian minis- 
ter of flnanee, has realtned. and bis 
resignation has been accepted. Lib- 
eral papers expect other resignations 
in the ministry, mentioning Baron von 
Hammerstein, minister of agrlcultuie, 
and Herr Brefeld. minister of coci 
merce. 

The National Zeitung expects that 
Herr Thlelen, minister of public worics. 
will be retained, thus expressing the 
fovcrnment's purpose to adhere to the 
canai bill. The fate of the other uiln- 
' Isters is uncertain. 

At the opening of the lower house 
of th* diet Friday the president. Dr. 
Kroeelier. annoiinred that at the joint 
session in tiie evening the diet would 
be elosod, and suKi;ested that it would 
be useless to transact further b\iM 
ness. The house assented and the sit 
ting was closed with hocbs for the 
German emperor. 

The Prus.-uan di( f nu t promptly at 
6:30 p. m. After reading the Ivaiser's 
message dedaring the diet dosed, 
Count von Buelow said : 

"As the government Is convinced, in 
view of the eourse taken in rommifti e, 
that an agreement on the eanal hill Is 
at present out of the nuestion. it do' s 
not wish to offer any aid in a contin- 
uance of .fruitless discussions." Thrn, 
with three cheers for the emperor, the 
sitting was ended. All the ministers, 
including Dr. Von Miqael, were pres- 
ent at the session. 

It Is antieipated In parliamentary 
circles that Count yon Buelow will 
forthwith reconstruct the cabinet and 
that the lower house of the diet will 
then be dissolved and the date of the 
general election wil he so arianged 
that the new house will meet at the 
end of October or the beginning of 
November, when the canal bljl will 
probably be immediately reintroduced. 

The press widely disousses the situ- 
ation. The ICreuz Zeitung considers 
the prorogation of the diet a satisfac- 
tory solution for the present confu- 
sion, aa it will prevent the Conserva- 
tives and Bmperor William from drift- 
ing farther apart, which end the Lib- 
erals are trying to promote. 

The Deutsche Tages-Zeitung as- 
sumes that Count von Rueiow advised 
the emperur to accept the prorogation 
Tt admits that It Is a bitter pill for his 
majesty, bnt says It proves his capac- 
ity as a ruler, for his wise resignation 
shows he Is a master of stati smaiiship. 

The Berliner Neuste Nachrichten re 
jolces at the step, but regrets It was 
made necessary by an alliance of tlie 
Conservatives with the Centrists, and 
says it presages vi( foi \ for the Con- 
servatives. The Liberal papers criti- 
cise the wealtness of the government 
tu merely adjourning, instead of de- 
ciding on a dissolution of the diet and 

new elections. 

The Tagehlatt says the step shows 
the ntfer helplessness of the govern- 
ment authorities, and is a confession 
that they do' not know their own 
minds. 

The Vorwaerts heads its editorial 
"Who Swallows and ridicniM the 
ministry's weakness. 

The Boersen Courier concludes that 
Count von Buelow lacks energy and

firemen PouAht Hard. 

Chicago, May 3.— Armour & Compa- 
ny's beef house, one of the largest 
buildings at the stock yards, was dam- 
aged by flamea and water to the ex- 
tent of tlOO.OOO. 

On the fourth floor, awaiting slaugh- 
ter, were L600 head of live cattle, 
which were rescued with great diffi- 
culty. The building Is a live-story 
brick and extends nearly a block. The 
building also contained 4.600 carcasses 
of dressed beef. A single alarm was 
turned in <lt first but the fire made 
such rapid headway that this was fol- 
lowed by a general alarm. Soon after 
a special call for additional engines 
was sent in. and after an hour and a 
half of desperate work the firemen 
succeeded In conquering the flames. 

Tnder the direction of Chief Swen'le 
100 men were at work on the third and 
fourth floors, when a large ammonia 
pipe buret, and the stifling odor which 
arose drove the men from their posts 
to the open air. Many were half 
blinded l)y the gas, and es( ;ip d with 
difheulty. 

The destruction of the plant throws 
5(10 men temporarily out of employ- 
ment. The plant will be rebuilt. 

Disastrous Fire In Jacksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 3. — A terri- 
ble Are visited this city. Several 
blocks of buildings in the business 

portion of the town were destroyed 
and the flames spread to the residi-nce 
portions of the city. Over 100 houses 
are believed to have been burned. 
Cltisens tore down buildlngtf wherever 
possible to prevent the spread of tlie 
flames. The ftw covered an area of 
nearly 11 blocks. Among the manu- 
facturing plants destroyed Is the 
Cleveland Fiber company. No loss of 
life has been reported. 

Conflasration at Loudenville. 
Loudon ville, O.. May 8.— Thia vil- 
lage haa again been swept by a de- 
structive conflagration. The Ameri- 
can hot<d and livery barn, ofllce of the 
Loudonville .Xdvocate, Knights of 
Pythias buihling.

The Are started in 
the livery barn by a lantern being up- 
set in the hayloft. 

President In Texas. 
TTiHiston, May 3. — The presidential 
special was skimming over the fiat 
broad plains of Texas when the presi- 
dent and his party awoke. Hpuston, 
where the party was welcomed by 
Governor Savers, who had traveled 
from the state capital at Austin for 
that purpose, was reached at 8: 15 a. m. 
The arrival of the train was heralded 
with a salute from a battery on the 
bank of Buffalo bayou. An elaborate 
program was crowded into less than 
two hours. Mr. McKinley was formal- 
ly welcomed by the governor and 
made a happy response. Members of 
the cabinet alao apoke briefly. At the 
conclusion of the speeches a feeble 
old woman came forward and present- 
ed Mr. McKinley a small silk flag of 
the Lone Star state. She was the 
widow of Anson Jones, last president 
of the republic of Texas. The wood 
of the staff was from th« old capitol 
building a t Columbia. 

Reception to Conger. 

Des Moines, May 8.— A public re 
ception was tertdered Minister B. H. 
(\)nf;i r in the Auditorium of this city 
Friday afternoon under the auspices 
of the Grand Army of Des Moines. 
Fully 3.000 persons crowded into the 
building to listen to the addresses and 
response of the guest of honor, who 
for an hour detailed his experiences. 
Mr. Conger will leave Monday for 
WashingtoQ to consult the state de- 
partment with regard to his duties. 
He aaid that before leaving he would 
give out a written stat«meni with re- 
gard to the talk that he is a candidate 
for the Republican nomination fur 
governor of Iowa.

PANIC ON CKICaQO board OF TRADE 



Toung Ball Blandly Smiled When 
Kemladed That lie and the Opeu 
Market Were ^ylluny^lous. 
•*A Drop la the BuckvC*. 



Chicago. May 3.— The first real panic 
since Phillips i ornered the market oc- 
curred among shorts in May corn cm 
board of trade Friday. Price fluctua- 
tions were the most violent in years. 
Having seen their losses grow heavier, 
traders who had guaranteed to deliver 
May corn to Phillips made frantic ef- 
forts to Ket it. In a fi w minutes after 
the opening the price went from •'>'> 
cents to 68 cents, which was 4Vi cents 
higher than Thursday'a dose. 

Shorts surrounded the young bull 
leadi'r ;in(l almost b"gged for corn. lie 
was repeatedly called from the pit by 
men who wanted to settle pi ivati ly, 
but be told them they had disregarded 
bis offer to sell to them at 48 cents, 
and now tlvy would have to bid in the 
open market. When reminded that 
he himself and the "open market " 
were synonymous, Fhiiilps smiled. 

For an hour shorts bid 58 cents, or 
close to It. And then Phillips let out 
600,000 bushels at prices ranging be- 
tween r>7 and oS cents, lie said it w;is 
only a drop in the bucket compared 
with the quantity still held by him. but 
It netted him a profit of about |1Q0,00'>. 
or, approximately, 17 cents^a bushel. 
This action created intense exeit- 
ment. It was thought for a momtiU 
that the liiill ehii f was about to un- 
load and the market broke to 53 cents 
without a check. The drop disposed 
of a number of scalping longs -who had 
been clinging to Phillips. Under .'i7 
cents, how<'ver, Phillips sold nothitm. 
In consequences prices reacted s!i;irp- 
ly to 56»,i cents, when tradera realized 
that the end of the corner was by no 
means at hand. May com closed at 
56^ cents. 

Rate War Threatened. 

Chicago. May 3. — An east bound pas- 
senger rate war si enis imminent. The 
Wabash gave notice that it would put 
Into effect such reductions as would 
preserve its differential rate from Kan- 
sas City. The Burtington and the 
Missouri Pacific have declared their 
Intention of meeting any reductions 
affei ting Kansas City, Atchison. I.,eav- 
enxMiith and St. Joseph. t)thers un- 
doiilit. dly will follow this lead, and it 
therefore appears what should be an 
unusually profitable season for roads 
handling eastbound passenger traffic 
will be one of minimum gains, if any. 
Besides the Pan .Vmerieau <'xposition 
at Ituffaio there are numerous conven 
tions and annual meetings scheduled 
tor the snninier in thi' east. 

Corner on Whisky. 
New York, May 3.— Wholesale liquor 
dealers assert there is a whisky fam 

ine pending. One large distillery and 
war< house company In this city has 
practically cornered the market. With 
millions of gallons in its h ilars, a com 
blnatlon of producers is buying every 
available barrel remaining in the mar 
ket. Since present production is lim 
ited hv an iron-bound' agreement, the 
prevailing scarcity mayadvance prices 
without limit. 

Freak of Llahtnlng. 
Chicago, May 3.— a do-.en people 
wre severely Ehocked and two seri- 
ously injured by a bolt of lightning, 
which struck the tower of the Ozark 
apartment building. Exactly eight 
years ago to th'- hour this building 
suffered from a similar ai ( iilcnt. in 
the basement, where the cafe is situ- 
ated, the greatest damage was done. 
A score of people were in the room at 
the time and all were more or less 
hurt by falling plaster and glare. 

thork en Tonnage. 
London, May 8.— The report of the 

Boilermakers and Shipbuilders' ;iocI- 
ety shows a decrease of lOO.nOd tons 
in the vessels launched during the past 
year, as compared with 1899. The re- 
port says: "America has shown a de- 
creased tonnage and is seeking other 
means to secure supremacy in the 
shipbuilding world. The .\nieriian 
yards are l)etter equlpp.»d with (dec- 
trlcal and labor saving appliances 
than any In Bbrop^. 

Suqar Tax Must Stick.

LOST CHILD'S FATE. 

Famished on Horse Heaven IMatnsand

—The jury in 
the case of John C. fiiderwood, of Ken- 
tucky, against the Methodist Episcopal 
Pablishing Hoase, which publiabed the 
the Confederate Veteran, and Editor Cun- 
ningham, of the Veteran, this morning 
ga^e the plaintiff Jodgm«nt for $15,000 
against Cunningham and the publishing 
c )mpany jointly and flO.OOO extra against 
Cunningham. 

Underwood had sued for $50,000 dam- 
ages on account of alleged libelous pub- 
lications in the Confederate Veteran con- 
cerning f'nderwood's ooDoeotion with 
the Battle Abbey. 

The case has been of great interest to 
the people of the eutire South on account 
of the prominence of the peraona invoWed 
and in coDBeotion with OoBfederat* af- 
fairs. 

John 0. Underwood, finperintendent 
and^ Secretary of the Confederate Me- 
morial Institute, and having in charge 
the cdlection of the $100,OdO to bo raised 
to meet a like sum offered bv Charles 
Broadway Rouss for the erection of a 
Battle Abbey, or Confederate memorial 
institute, was crit'cised by 8. A. Cun- 
ningham, editor of the Confederate Vet- 
eran, in an editorial in the Jaoo,1809, ia- 
aue of bia periodical. 

The magazine la owned and edited by 
Mr. Cunningham, and is printed by the 
Southern Methodist Publishing House. 

Underwood filed aoit in the United 
States District Court against Mr. Cun- 
ningham and the publishing bouse for 
$50,000 damagea for libel. 

When the case first came up the de- 
fense, which at lirst made plea of justi- 
fication by truth, was allowed to add the 
plea of "qualified privilege;" tbat is, 
that the article was a criticism and com- 
ment of the oflScer of the association by 
its official organ. The caae waa tried 
before Judge 0. D. Olark in February 
last, the trial contumin^; an entire week. 
The jury disagreeing apd a new trial was 
neceesitateJ. 

The trial before Jndue Walter Evans, 
of Louisville, was begun Monday and 
coneloded thia morning with a verdict 
for the plaintiir in accordance witli the 
Judge's charge to the jury.

Some 
ownera complain of one thing and some 
of another. One prominent sheep man 
has lost thirty-fivo or forty ewes and 
nearly as many lambs. He aaya ha baa 
never, in all his experience, seen any 
ailment like it. Ewes seemingly all 
right, eating heartily and giving their 
lamba plenty of milk, will lie down to 
rest and will not get up unless compelled 
to rise, then after a short time will lie 
down again ; and the position in which 
they lie ia a mark of the disease. They 
will draw their hind feet, as well as their 
fore feet, cat fashion— a very unnatural 
position for a sheep, and will remain in 
tbat position until they die— apparently 
a painless death, with the mouth resting 
on the ground. Post mortem examina- 
tions, though by inexperienced operators, 
discover nothing to throw any light on 
the cause of this great mortality. If this 
article reaches the eye of any one who 
can throw any light on the matter, we 
should be plaaaed to hear from him.

There are enonifh empties in the har- 
bors and poola at Pittaburn, accordiag to 
an official of tb* rim ooal ooBibioe, to 
keep the mines running until June 1 ; by 
that time between 20.000,000 and 25,000,- 
000 bnehali of cod omTIm loadoa. 

The PitttsbuTR and Cincinnati Packet 
Company is contemplatiDg tlie building 
of A 1,500-ton packet, jnnch lartier than 
either the <2ueen City or VirKinia. This 
company now ban a day in tlie Men^phis 
trade out oi Cincinnati. This line has a 
shrewd and watchful representative at 
Cincinnati in the person of Saperintend- 
ent J. Frank Ellison. The new boat 
will be a aternwheeler and farniebed 
elefcantly throuKhont. 

Coal shipments from Pittabnrg have 
ceased, and one of the most prosperous 
sbippinf; seasons in many years has 
come to an end. There has been Hfty- 
six days of continual navigation for abip- 
ping. Upward of 40,000,000 bnebels of 
coal came South, and more than 70,000,- 
000 since navigation opened last Novem- 
ber.
